An Old Error Corrected. 


The assertion :of the Times and Herald 


of yesterday, that Louisiana was slave ter- 
ritory when ceded by France to the United 
States, and hence, that the enactment of 
the Missouri compromise was an encroach- 
ment' of the north upon the south, inas- 
much aa it excluded "southern institutions" 
from a vast country in which they legally 
existed at the the .time that country was ac- 
quired, is purely 'gratuitous and false. '. 


Fortunately, an eminent legal gentleman 


of this state, (Gov. Koercer,) well qualified 
by his habits of research, his legal acumen 
and general scholarship, to investigate a 
questioa of this kind, has just published 
the result of hi^ examination of the very 
point at .issue. He establishes beyond all 
dispute, these facts : ' 


1. That•:the national convention, of 


France passed the following law in 1793 : 
" The national convention decrees that the 
slavery of negroes is abolished in all the 
colonies; it is therefore decreed that all 
men, without distinction of color, inhabit- 
ants of the colonies, are French citizens 
and shall enjoy (jourierant) all the rights 
guaranteed by the constitution."—[Loi du 
16 Pluvoise, an 2.] - 
. 


2. That this law destroyed at once'the le- 


gal tenure by which slaves in the colonies 
were held ; and that though they were not 
formerly set free and suffered to enjoy their 
liberty, their detention was an act of force 
for which the law gave no warrant. 


3. That while this law. was in force Lou- 


isiana was ceded by Spain to France, and 
at once came within the operation of this 
salutary enactment, and that every slave in 
the territory was legally set free as soon as 
the act of cession was accomplished. They 
were yet nominally slaves,'but free by law. 
At that time there were no slaves iu all 
France—not one. 


4. Before slavery was introduced into the 


French colonies, in 1804, by Napoleon, 
Louisiana still free, had been ceded to the 
tfnited States, and came into the possession 
of our government legally as guiltless of 
slavery as Massachusetts. Men were held 
there in bondage, only because of their ig- 
norance of their natural aud legal rights ; 
or as the Governor says : Louisiana at the 
cession was a free territory. AH negroes 
were French citizens, and, under our treaty 
with France were entitled to be maintained 
and protected in the free enjoyment of their 
liberty, property, and of the religion they 
professed. 


I am speaking here merely of the legal 


status of the negroes. I presume that, as 
France never took actual possession, the 
slaves remained de facto slaves. But there 
is no statute of limitation to the recovery 
of liberty. If treaty stipulations are sa- 
cred, all slaves who .were in existence when 
Louisiana became apart of the French pos- 
sessions, all born while it remained a 
French colony, and their descendents, are 
entitled to freedom, as no law of Congress, 
nor even a state Constitution, could .take 
away their rights. 


Here, then, the whole fabric goes to the 


ground, and with it the baseless assump- 
tions upon which the Times and Herald 
built. The truth turns out to be this : 


Louisiana was free when acquired. 
The Missouri Compromise gave half of it 


up to the encroachments of slavery. 


The north was outraged by the concess- 


ion, and she, not the south, is the party to 
complain.

It ia stated 
that Crosby called Parker a hog-thief, 
whereupon Parker struck Crosby with a, 
stick; they then dismounted, and Crosby 
made at Parker with a part of a fence rail. 
James B. Parker, a son of the former, com- 
ing up just then, stepped in between them 
to save his father, when Crosby struck him 
with a rail; a scuffle ensued, during which 
Crosby was badly cut by James B. Parker. 
Crosby, after receiving the wounds, retired, 
and the two Parkers came on to Walterbo- 
ro. When within a quarter of a mile of 
the town, Crosby advanced with a double- 
barrelled gun, one barrel of which, charged 
with duck shot, he fired upon James Par- 
ker, and advanced with the other upon 
Lewis Parker, who escaped by taking the 
swamp. James Parker received wounds in 
the right arm, leg and side. It is thought 
some of the shot penetrated the liver, whieh 
will likely prove fatal. 
We have not heard 


whether Crosby's wounds are dangerous.— 
He was cut from the mouth to the ear, and 
on the temple. 


MANAGEMENT OF THE COLT.—A corres- 


pondent of the Country Gentleman gives 
his method of imparting an education to a 
colt as follows : 


"In the first place, never intrust him to 


the care of a perspn of ungovernable tem-i 
per. Secondly, he should be treated with; 
kindness from the beginning until he is 
ready for labor. Since Mr. Rarey laid his 
method of subduing the horse . before the 
public, I have made the^horse and his dis- 
eases my study. The colt should be com-: 
menced with when quite young, and handled 
carefully, as he is puic kto resent an injury. 
I begin as soon as he is able to run about— 
get him so that he will not run away at 
your approach—get his head in your hands 
—if he wants to get away, let him-—you can 
easily get him again. After handling the 
head so that he is not afraid, pass on to the 
side and limbs. The sooner he gets used 
to having his legs handled, the easier he': 
will be to slioe when necessity, requires it: 
to be done. See that the dam gives plenty; 
of milk. If she does not, teach the colt to! 
drink cow's -milk ; there is nothing better to; 
promote the growth. 
i 


Great .care should be observed in not 


using the dam so as to heat the milk, as a, 
great many colts are rendered worthless by so 
doing. I should iu no case let the colt re- 
main with the mother after he is five months 
old, as it gives her time to got in condition 
for winter, and it is also the best time for him 
to shift for himself; do not let him remain 
out after the nights get cold and frosty, as it

A Visit to Springfteia. 


SPRINGFIELD, ill., Feb. 7, 1861. 


MKSSRS. EDITORS.—Having, in my wan- 


derings up and down the earth, brought up 
at this political Mecca, it occured to me 
that a very short epistle from here might 
not be altogether unacceptable to you, and 
if you think it worth pulling into type, why 
of course I can't prevent yon. 


Of this place it is only necessary to say 


that it consists of the requisite amount of 
brick, mortar and stone, lumber and shin- 
;les, put together, with few exceptions, in 
very indifferent style and taste, and suffi- 
cient quantities to accommodate about 12000 
people, and set onto or into as the case may 
be, a vast plain of the deepest dirtiest, 
richest, waxiest mud that ever was cursed 
by pedestrian or delighted a swine. 


These, the aforesaid structures of wood, 


stone, &c., are placed in due proportion oil 
each of the four sides of a square, in accor- 
dance with, the universal instincts of Hoo- 
sierdom, with the business houses facing a 
;ood substantial, though not imposing, nor 
elegant, stone structure in the centre, where 
the wisest of the suckers assemble biennial- 
ly to make and unmake law, or laws ; which 
is it? I let the light of my countenance 
shine on the one hundred solons, twenty- 
ive senators and seventy-five in the house, 
to-day, and must confessth at they come-up 
'ully to the average "of such bodies as far 
at least as they have come under my obser- 
vation. Not quite as youthful in appear- 
ance as our Wisconsin legislature this win- 
ter, which may be owing to the decided 
Kentucky type, course black hair, project- 
ing foreheads and shaggy overhanging eye 
arows which fixes the .birthplace of not a 
few.

None of your little 
turned -up, stuck up, pug noses that require 
iugers dipped in glue to catch them, which 
f seen anywhere else than in ths certre of 
a man's countenance would not ie recogni- 
zed as anything human, but the good old 
"ashioned, two-handed Roman article, both 
ornamental and useful and capital to wring. 
But comparisons are odious, so with your 
permission we-will change the topic and 
;urn our attention to the man upon whom 
;he destiny of the nation seems to depend. 
Mr. Lincoln looks several shades paler than 
when he spoke in Janesville, but it does 
not detract a whit from his beauty, in fact 
,t improves him wonderfully, and here by 
;he way let me say that no picture of him 
ias or can do him justice. He held a pub- 
ic levee at his own house last night, to 
which every body was invited and which 
almost everybody attended, and as that in- 
cluded your humble .servant he of course 
was there also. 


It was a perfact jam, and old Abe seem- 


ed to enjoy it hugely. He not only knows 
everybody, but calls them by name, and has 
a pleasant word or an anecdote ready to 
suit every case. 


Tell Brother Bennett that he can no 


.onger sing " Old Abe's the tallest man in 
all the west," for last night a man was 
'ound in the crowd, who, when they stood 
"ace to face, looked square over his head. 
This raised a great shout from the crowd, 
and drew an anecdote from the president 
lect. He said it reminded him of a cir- 
cumstance that occurred at one of his meet- 
ngs a year or two ago, where a portion of 
the audience were annoyed by a great bur- 
,ey fellow standing upon a seat, and kept 
calling upou him to get down, which, like 
the boy in the apple tree, he did not seem 
nclined to obey. The noise in consequence 
getting so great, attracted the attention of 
the presiding officer, who ^very politely 
requested him, as there were a number be- 
lind who could not see through him, to get 
down and give those in the rear a chance ; 
whereupon, the person addressed cleared 
the.crowd from about him, stepped off a 
step or two, and demonstrated to the chair- 
man and the audience that he could uot get 
down for he was not up ; that although he 
towered so far above them, yet his pedal 
:xtremities were on a level with those of the 
audience generally.

"eet high, and I think the man who called 
out this anecdote must be about as tall, be- 
sides, his proportions are giant-like, which, 
you know, is far from being the case' with 
Mr. Lincoln. Being satisfied, by the way 
this story was received by the crowd, and 
from his remarks generally, that Mr. Lin- 
:oln was equal to the emergency, and could 
dispense with my presence without inconve- 
nience, I established my absence by retiring 
to my hotel aud commencing this letter, 
being profoundly impressed with the wis- 
dom of the convention that nominated and 
of the people who elected Abraham Lincoln 
to the presidency. 


He haa been endowed from on high with 


grace and wisdom to open not his mouth, 
save in the way of kindness ; yet there is 
that about him which inspires the utmost 
confidence on the part of his friend?, not 
only in his ability to meet and overcome 
the storm of secession,- but also in his in- 
tegrity and faithfulness to the principles 
laid down in the Chicago platform; 
There 


will be no backing down from that; neither 
Mr. Crittenden's Breckinridge nor Mr. Kel- 
logg's Douglas platform amendments to the 
constitution meet with any favor from him. 
Of this I am satisfied, both from the tone 
of the public press and the views of his 
friends here and elsewhere. I have yet to 
meet the first republican, in this city who 
endorses either. 


The republican paper here emphatically 


repudiates the idea, and denies that any re- 
publican of note has telegraphed to Mr. 
Kellogg that his plan meets with favor from 
the leading republicans here; and if any 
has, it is false, for it meets with no favor 
from them whatever. I have conversed 
with republicans from different parts of the 
state, and they assure ine that this is the 
sentiment of republicans everywhere.— 
They insist upon the Union with the pres 
ent constitution unconditionally. 
Even 


Virginia, with all of her prestige, is laugh- 
ed at for her conditions, her provisos and 
her ultimatums. We mean to stand by the 
Union and constitution as it is, enforce the 
laws and the principles of the Chicago 
platform aa near and as far as possible.

TRESTON, Feb. 1, 1860. 


It is singular how our heroes, and our 


aeroines too, start up into public favor, 
sometimes by a single stroke of courage or 
udgment at the perilous moment. 
Heroes 


;hey must have always been, but opportu- 
nity was wanting. That present, and at a 
single bound, they take position in public 
confidence. We all remember how Gener- 
al Taylor's victorious progress toward Mex- 
ico astonished the country by the sudden 
discovery of bis transcendant military ca- 
pacity, and how the country afterward, by 
general acclamation, heaped upon him its 
greatest honors. It was just BO in the case 
of Major Anderson. A single glorious act 
bas enabled him to carve his name high up 
upon the shaft of military renown. The 
reward is yet to come. 


But Lieut. Slemmer, in command of 


Fort Pickens, and his heroic wife, are enti- 
tled to more public consideration than they 
bave yet received. This officer, and his 
parents, are all natives of Montgomery 
county, Pennsylvania. Both his grandfath- 
ers fought at Trenton, Princeton and Mon- 
moutb. He graduated with honor at West 
Point, served in Florida against the Semi- 
noles, was there promoted and ordered to 
California, and being again promoted, was 
ordered to Fort Moultrie. He afterwards 
entered the Coast Survey at the invitation 
of Professor Bache. But he had hardly 
accepted this duty when the superintendent 
of the. West Point Academy, knowing his 
high qualifications, applied to the Secretary 
of War for the appointment of Lieut. Slem- 
mer as a teacher there. There he remain- 
ed four years, was then ordered to Fort 
Moultrie a second time, and thence to Pen- 
sacola, where his command embraced Fort 
Pickens, Fort Barrancas, and Fort McRae. 


It was while here, occupying the barracks, 


he accomplished the brilliant feet of trans- 
ferring his little command from a weak po- 
sition to the impregnable one of Fort Pick- 
ens. He thus foiled the rebels in their 
plans against that important position as 
completely as did Major Anderson. 
There 


he is now, commanding the harbor, and by 
incessant labor in putting the fortress in 
fighting condition, his little band of heroes 
may be relied on to do their whole duty to 
the Union. Distance has deprived him of 
much of the notoriety which has attended 
the movement at Fort Snmter. But Lieu- 
tenant Slemmer acted on his own responsi- 
bility, and the country will gallantly sustain 
him in what he so wisely did. 


After the barracks had been so hastily- 


evacuated that even Mrs. Slemmer's trunks 
and clothes were left behind in the hurry, 
the rebels took possession. Mrs. Slemmer 
took boat and returned to the barracks to 
obtain them. The sentry stopped her and 
demanded her buisness, but she pushed 
bravely on, and entered the barracks, ask- 
ed that the trunks containing her clothing 
might be given up. Though no insulting 
demonstration was made, yet the rebels re 
fnsed her. It was then the fire of her he- 
roic soul broke forth. " Then " said she, 
"I will take command of one of Lieut. 
Slemmer's guns myself, and when he gives 
the word to fire, will batter down your bar- 
racks." 


This lady, whose name is Caroline, is a 


Jersey woman, the youngest daughter of 
the Rev. John Reynolds, of the Episcopal 
church, formerly chaplain in the navy, and 
long a resident of Burlington, where his 
three daughters were educated at St. Mary's 
Hall. She graduated there when only fif- 
teen years of age, and is but twenty now. 
She was distinguished at school for . great 
aptitude for learning and excessive fond- 
ness for books. Out of school, though 
generally seen with Borne miscellaneous 
book in hand, yet in school she was proba 
bly never kuown to be deficient with her 
lessons. Her education has been very com 
plete. Her intellectual faculties are of the 
highest order. Her mind is quick, strong 
and courageous, making her speech to the 
rebels exactly what one might have expect- 
ed from such a heroine. In face and fea- 
ture she is extremely prepossessing, with 
very captivating manners. 
She is worthy 


to be the wife of hero of Fort Pickena.

ern congress, while meantime the secession 
authorities will keep stricter guard to the 
fort to intercept any reinforcement to Maj. 
Anderson. 


All domestic supplies and mail facilities 


are to be denied and all possible means ta- 
ken to starve out the garrison. 


The committee of the peace congress 


were engaged to-day on a measure looking 
to an adjustment. 
Nearly all the commis- 


sioners have arrived, including those from 
Massachusetts and New York. A large 
number of influential gentleman from all 
parts of the country are constantly arriving 
embodying many members from the Virgin- 
ia legislature. 


Capt. Tilton, of Maryland, attached to 


the navy, and a member of the legislative 
house board, committed suicide this after- 
noon by blowing his brains out with a pis- 
tol. He had for some time been much de- 
pressed owing to the present state of the 
country. 


It appeared on enquiry at the proper 


source, that the St. Louis was ordered from 
the gulf squadron on Dec. 23th, and the 
Sabine, Jan. 9th. 


The Coumberland has been ordered to 


Hampton roads, and the Powhattan to New 
York. 
Whatever of disaffection has exist- 


ed in the gulf squadron was on board the 
latter vessels, when ordered to proceed else- 
where. A portion of the officers, who are 
southern men, supposing she was going to 
Pen sacola, manifested discontent. 
The 


first lieutenant sent in his resignation, the 
acceptance of which will depend upon his 
being exempt from blame to the ascertions, 
when the vessel shall arrive at New York, 
otherwise he will be court-martialed. 


There are eleven naval vessels on our 


coast, and one at Cuba. 


There wag a prospect of a demonstration 


by Spain against Vera Cruz. 


It was the policy of the government to 


keep a strong fleet in the Gulf for the pro- 
tection of American interests. 
• The continuance of a strong force iu that 
quarter has ceased, and hence tho fleet has 
been distributed in the manner above stated. 


A despatch from Washington announces 


that the Cherokees have rebelled, and seiz- 
ed Fort Gibson. 


The testimony of Ex-Senator Benjamin 


before the Indian bond committee, is said 
to have been very direct, and devoted to 
Secretary Floyd. 


Despatches received by distinguished se-

The confirmation of King's nomination

TERRIBLE INUNDATIONS IN HOLLAND.—A 


communication appears in the London 
News that several provinces of Holland are 
threatened with inundations, arising from 
the giving way of dykes under long contin- 
ued beating of ths waves. The lives and 
property of thousands are said to be in im- 
minent peril. 
. 


In Guelderland the distress and damage 


have assumed a fearful aspect. The peo- 
ple had battled with all their migh", agaiust 
the destroying waves, and had become ut- 
terly exhausted. In many places they had 
abandoned their abodes and in others were 
huddled together by hundreds in temporary 
sheds, whsre disease was ravaging them to 
a fearful extent. 


The government and private benevolence 


had rendered assistance, but these were ut- 
terly inadequate to meet the distress al- 
ready existing;. and a strong appeal was 
made to the people of England to assist in 
relieving their Dutch neighbors in their ca 
lamity. 


FORTY MEN LOST IN THE SNOW.—An 


English journal says: "Perhaps no more 
severe weather was ever experienced on the 
Yorkshire moors than that which prevailed 
during the past week. The snow storms 
were continuous and heavy, occasionally at- 
tended with thunder, and jn some of the 
valleys the drifts of snow are still twenty 
feet deep. All traffic was stopped, and the 
partridges and grouse were driven off the 
moors by scores, and were picked up in the 
streets of Malton half dead with cold and 
hunger. Vast numbers of crows and other 
birds are found dead. The works on the 
Rosedale railway, now in course of forma- 
tion, have been entirely suspended, and the 
laborers reduced to great distress. Forty 
of these men were driven from the works to 
seek shelter at Esklitt Ants, on the bleak 
moors, where it seems.they were snown over 
and could not escape. Their continued ab- 
sence caused a search party to set off over 
the moors, and by dint of great labor a pas- 
sage was made to the huts, where, ou the 
door being opened, the poor fellows were 
found in $ very exhausted condition. They 
had been prisoners for two days and nights, 
and had eaten their last provisions aud 
used their last fuel." 


AN IMPORTANT BILL.—Mr. Graham, ol 


Rock county, introduced an important bill 
in the assembly this morning. 


Section one provides that no deed, mort- 


gage, contract or any other instrument in 
writing, relating to real estate,5which is re- 
quired to be recorded in the office of regis- 
ter of deeds, shall be received^ for record 
unless accompanied by a certificate or re- 
ceipt from the clerk of the board of super- 
visors, showing that all the taxes upon the 
real estate so conveyed or mortgaged are 
fully paid. 


Section two provides a penalty of $100 


for every violation of the law by the regis- 
ter. 


.This bill, if it becomes a law, will,have a 


salutary effect in securing the prompt pay- 
ment of taxes.—Madison Journal.
